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A Letter written from abord the 4d 
wirall of Sir Kenelme Digbie. 


"F ecrmhot ane 1628, we lay at Hull all night in 
fighe of Cape Congrer, which is ten leagues 
Scanderon , and ſent a to deſcry the Road. The 
next morning ſhee brought vs word that there were 
ar Agcor there two Venetian Galleazres, two of their 
Gellcons,two Engliſh foure French veſlclls. 
ET eto come into thar place, 
and had our felues in moſt ample manner,both 
for offence, defence and trecing of veſſels if we ſhould 
be hard fer,the name of Gallegrezes was a formda- 
ble rhing,bur afrer a ſhort ſpecch made to our men, 
fled muchdefice ro aduenture in,and gaue 
aſſurance that chey would not failein nofpratageie 
dries; Indced they kept their words,for neucr men 
bchaned rhemfſclues more bravely. About ren of the 
docke that day (then) wee had a fine gale which 
bt vs within a league of Scewderone by twoof 
the clocke in the afternoone; and wee had fent the 
Sattic in before to deliver Letters to the Generall of 
the Venctians, asalſoto the Engliſh Capraines there. 
Thercin acquainting them how we came forth vpon a 
voyage of warfare, with his Maicfties Commiſion vn- 
derthe great Seale of Eag/and, and aſſuring them ofall 
due reſpe and friendlineſle vnto them as became vs. 
Vpon the receipt of this Letter the Yenerians wayed 
anchor, and treating cur men very diſcourtcoully 
would not permit them to goe deliuer our Letters a- 
board the Engliſh ſhips; the Galleaſſes haue betweene 
20. Or 4C- braſſe guns in each of them of incredible big:

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inthem apiece; the were of aboue 800. runs, 
one had 40.the other had z0.greatbraflc Ordnance. As 
ſoone as they were within ſhot of vs the Admirall Gal- 
leafſe ſhot abuller within halfe a hippes length of vs, 
which wevnderfiood as a falute(for we had giuenther 
nocauſctothe contrarie) therefore ſalated them wich 
a pecce from them wards and did fo to all the other 
veſlcls which likewiſe ſhot at vs after 5. or 8. ſhots 
(ſome of which did hit ſome of our (hips.) They ſhox 
at our flag and at the ſame inſtant our Sarties boat came 
aboard vs, and told vs how hardly the YFewctians had 
created them, and inrerurne to our Lerter 
they ſeotchis meſſage. That if wee did nor immediarly 
YT. ane mn 7 would finke our 
velſcls. We then endenoured the beſt wee could toler 
them ſee our long forbearance was to make our quar- 
rell a iuſt one and not through 
much famed veſſels. For we 
pwr mga 7 
poile, vpon this 
fought at a further en? Shill! in the meane r'me 
we laid ſo well at the Galleons that the men ſtowed 
them(clues m their holds, and left their veſlcls to their 
owne fortunes without guidance. T he Gallcafles com. 
ming vp to help them receiued ſo rude 2 welcome from 
vs, thatthey rowed amayne away, and ſheltred chem- 
ſclues vader the Engliſh hips that werein the Road; 
which faucd of them neare 100. ſhot out of our ſhip; 
for we were all commandcd to be very cautious in 
point ratherto miſle an opportunitic of hurting the 
Enemie , then to endanger oar Countrimen. - Ia this 
time whillt che Ezgle Vice-admirall and Rena 
B 3 
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rall were hot in fightwiththe Gallcafſes and Galleons, 
the Hopewel and the Sattie were ſent vpon the French 
men,one ofthem had 16, Peeces of Ordnance, all the 
ethcr had ſome guns, 3. of their veſſels they took pre- 
fently, the fourth ran aground; at our beginning the 
fight,ſhe had a 10ccco.peecces of Eight Rialsin her,bur 
before we could board her, (he had ſent all the mon 
alhoare in her boats. Towards cuening it blew a ireſh 
gale with yare working of our hips, it fared ill with 
the Yenerians, and they ſought to auoid vs as much as 
they could. And we followed them cloſe,our great guns 
going off in ſwiftneſle rather like Muskets then Pecces 
of Ordnance, thetruth is our men did exceed beliefein 
good no——_ And if our powder had not beene 
very bad, for wee had none but Darch Powder , and 
theday calme, we had ſoone ended the quarrell with 
them : By this timethey were much maymed in their 
oares, and had recciued many dangerous ſhots. Then 
they procured the Engliſh Vice-conſull here, (who was 
aboard them)ro come to our Admiral to mediate their 
peacez who would not conſenttoit vpon any other 
termesbutthatthey ſhould quit the Frenchmen wholy 
to our deuotion; and acknowledge their error expreſ- 
fingto be ſorrie forit. To theſe conditions they glad- 
ly aſſented, and the Generall ſent his Chancellor to vs 
with ſucha Letter as-was deſired and expeRted from 
him. Then the Vice Conſul repreſented to our Admi- 
rall whar prejudice it might bee to the Merchants of 4- 
trppo; it we carried away the French vellcls, and after 
ranfacking, finding there was nothing worth carriage 
in them(for they had landed althings during the fight, 
and ſunke moſt of their Gunnes) we onely tooke their 
Flags out of them and: ſome Braſlc- baſes to ſerue our 
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beatſ-head, beſiJes what _ Saylors pillaged (which 
was ſome good quanticieof m ney all chat was left.) 
And ſent for our men of from them that night and re- 
rurnd chem the next day rotheir owners,afluring them 
of quiet poſſc{h5n 1n this fight which laſted neer three 
houres, wemade neerc 200. (hot out of our ſhip play- 
ing but one {ide of it for the calme permitted no other, 
and about goo. out of our Flect, and they as many or 
more at vs: they killed vs neucraman bur hurt ſome 
few (thankes bee ro God) and ſpoyled vs ſome Malts, 
Sayles, rigging aad ſhot ſome of our {hippes through 
but in no dangerous places. By theiracknowledgement 
afterwards wee killed them nine and fortiemen our- 
right beſides a great number hurt. Their veſſels were 
much ſpoiled , about which they were at worke , re- 
payring them all the while , wee ſtaid in the Road 
and brought their veflels vpon the Carcene to ſtoppe 
their leakes betwixt wind and water. In euidence how 
much they had loſt of their former pride. We ſaw the 
next Gay a Frigot comming into which wee mand our 
our boat, and (hee rooke her within 4. boars length of 
the Admirall Gallcaſſe, and our $ t144 in chaſe of that 
Frigot failed within a boats lenght round abourrhe 0- 
ther Galleaſſe ro which the Frigot berooke her ſelfe for 
aide, Inſtced of preſenting this they ſent vs very cout* 
teous ſalutations by our men who broughe the Frigot 
to vs. And whereas formerly they did ſer their VWarch 
with much ceremonie with Drummes, Trumpets and 
Gunnes, andſo likewiſe diſcharged it, now they paſle 
their time with much ſilence. Whilſt wee po 
duly all the rites that belong to them chat haue the 
ſuperioritic ina Road.
